We cannot expect our school chil- 


dren to learn what is not found in 
'their standard'text books. Text books 
are lac.kins in subject matter bearing 
on narcotics. 


ThlH is shown by. a survey of al- 


most one hundred text books on phy- 
siology and hygiene used in the public 
schoofs throughout the L'nlteU states. 
Of the IS books widely u^"d in high 
'schools, live contain nothing whatever 
about narcotics. Jn the other 13. less 
than two pages, on an average, are 
devoted t othe subject. 


Only eight authors state that opium 


is a narcotic drug: only nine that its 
continued use results in an almost 
(unbreakable habit: only six that cer- 
i tnin 
"patent ^medicines" 
contain 


opium: only four that laudanum is 
opium dissolved m alcohol; and only 
four that paregoric is a dilute solu- 
tion of opium. 
Only five authors say that opium 


makes' physical wrecks: only four that 
it affects the mind: only four that it 
destroys morality; and only one that 


its uVe calls for increasing do»c«. 
Although heroin IK now the leading 


anil the most dangerous 'drug of Ad- 
diction, only one author ventures to 
mention it. 
Wo need to preach the gospel of 


narcotic abstinence from the pulpit, 
to flush it on the screen, t oenact it 
on the stage, to proclaim it from 
the public platform, to depict it in 
the press, and. above all, to teach it 
in our schools. 
The -school is the only place where 


immunity will bo developed in the 
very fiber of the people. 
It is the 


only institution' that' reaches every 


i child in the United States, and it is 
!the. only place where the child lives 
I for live-'hours each day, for live <la.vs 
(each week, and for 32 weeks each 


veu r. 
The warp and proof of human life 


is made in thy schools; ideals are 
born there. 
Naturally the children are now the 


objective for both sides. 
The International Narcotic Educa- 


tion Association, of which I have the 
honor to be president, has a definite 
plan for combating narcotic addic- 
tion by means of the greatest power 
known to civilization—the power of 
education.
